Salem, Dec, 13.—~Goevrnor Chamber-
lain appointed John M. Gearin, of Port-
land, United States Benator at 10
o'clock this morning. The Governor
wis at ks offfes carly this moming and
with the assistance of Beoretray Catens
ha carefully reviewed all the letters and
telegrams of recommendation in favor
of all the men who have been recom-
mended to him for the office,

The communications numbered sev-
eral hundred, Most of them favored
Gearin, and not & single one profested
aganst him. Even those advising the
appointment of other men spoke well
of Mr. Gearin ‘

Shartly before 10 o'clock the Gov.
erpor asked the newspaper men and
other to retire from the executive
ohamber, saying he wishdl to com-
mune with himsell, While alone he us-
ed the long-distance telephone, presum-
ably to advise Mr. Gearin of his ap-
pointment. At 10 o'clock he apened the
door and made the formal announce-
ment of Gearin's apointment,

Gearin Makes Statement.

Johan M. Gearin, of Portland, who was
yesterday appointed United States Sen-
ator by Governor Chamberlain to oom-
plete the unexpired term of the late
Banator Mitehell, in a staement made
yostorday afternoon, announces that it
will be his purpose while & member of
the Federn) Senate to serve impartially
and without bias of any kind the high-
eal interests of the State of Oregon

“It shall be my best endeavor to rep-
resent the whole State of Oregon, with-
out respsct to any seetion or distriet,”
sald United Stacts Semator John M.

Clearin today. “I am a native of (re-

gon, am prond of her commercial and
industrial achievements, and my every
effort will be to aseist In their furthe
development, -

“1 shall spare po effort in the Senate

to procure an adequate Federal appro-
priation for the improvement of both
the upper and Jower Columbia river,
the Dalles-Celilo canal, the harbars at
Coos Ray, Yaquina Bay, and other de
morving points slong the Pacifie const
and in Oregon, for 1 fully realize the
need of Pederal assistance in developing
the eommercial facilitles of the state,

‘Trrigation Is one of the recognized
needs of Oregon, and I shall do all
within my power to bring about the ex-
tensdon of irrigation work on the sev-
eral projects now recelving altention In
the state. I am convinced that all the
power of the Federsl Government avall-
ubile should be directed to the prosecu-
thon of Irrigation and reclamation work,
to the end that the arid wastes of Ore-
gon be made productive and thus add
to the agricultural wealth of the state.

“I am in bearty accord with the pol-
jey advocated by President Roowevelt on
the question of railroad rate regulation,
und 1 shall support him along thoss
lines, It is my convietion that the rail-
roads of the United States should be
subject to governmental regulation. I
do not believe in oppression of the cor-
poration for it has fixed and recog-
nized rights, but I am equally of the
opinion that tha people constituting this
government have rights that should be
jealously conserved and regarded.”

Insurgents Set Up Govern-
ment At Livonia.

DECLARE INDEPENDENCE

Former Governor and Russian
Officicals Imprisoned=New
Officers Appointed.

Landlords and Noblemen Are Fleeing
for Their Lives, Fearful of the Poor
Mtry‘ Who Armed, Are Attack-
ing and Pilaging the Rich.

St. Petersburg, Dec. 13.—Two mes-

sengers who arrived from Riga todey,
having walked about 130 miles to eateh

mesengers add that the provisional gov-
ernment exercises authority throughout
Livonia and part of Courland. The new
govarnment has declared the separation
of the Lithunian people from the Rus~
sian empire. They have chosen the
local officials and decreed the closing
of spirit shops and breweries, and the
annullment of contructs between peas-
ants and landowmers, There is & gen-
eral uprising of native pessants who
are traveling in armed bands, attack-
ing the estates and driving off or kill-
ing the owmers,

Some land owners organised wolun-
teer baitalions to protect their prop-
erty, the authoriies being powerless to
afford aid, but the majority are fleeing
in terror. The peasants forbid the own--
ers to sell grain or lumber and formal-
ly declare the forests, in the estabes
of those who have departed to be con-
fiscated. -

The position of the peasants in these
provinees is the most deplorable of any
in the entire empire, Conditions almost
approaching the feudal system have
been continued down to the prepent
time,

The rich have practically kept the

peasants in a state of vassalage, plac-
[ing them at the mercy of the German
| barons, from whom they rent the land
to purchase the right ta cut wood, and
{to fish from the waters of the gulf.

Russian officials are being expelied
from the provinces and many have been
| killed in the streets of the towns. There
is & reign of terror at Riga.

CORONATION NEXT JUNE.
